Aad there is a point of big- 
ness—as every business man In this 
country knows, though some of them 
will not admit It—where you pass the 
limit of efficiency and get into th* 
region of clumsiness and unwleldtness. 
Tou can make your combine so exten- 
sive that you can't digest it Into a 
single system. Xou can get a* «»any 
part* that you can't aasaathl* them 
as yon w«o!d an effective p**c* of ma- 
chinery.
